The USU fee would not be implemented until 
the USU construction is finished and is ready for 
student use, according to the referendum website. 
Some students have expressed concerns about this 
piece of the proposal. 

“Why should I vote on something that I won’t be 
paying for or experiencing?” Michael Harper, a se- 
nior political science major, asked. “Can’t we just 
get funding from the government, rather than feed 
off of this middle class?” 

Mendoza said nearly 70 percent of students re- 
ceive some sort of financial aid. Since the fee in-

crease is a 
mandatory registration fee, meaning it must be paid 
when enrolling in courses, it could be covered by 
any type financial aid, including loans, grants and 
scholarships. 

“As we struggle, we can think about the future 
students; we don’t want them to have those same 
struggles,” Mendoza said. 

If the referendum is passed, student leaders and 
administration would meet to discuss a specific 
timeline for the expansion and renovation of the 
USU, Mendoza said. 

The USU has not been renovated since 1998, and 
most of the equipment and space is outdated, Men- 
doza said. The last renovation added a third floor and a 
west wing to the USU, according to the USU website.

In order to gather information regarding what the 
students want out of the referendum, the USU and 
ASI went directly to the students. 

“We interviewed, conducted online surveys and 
held focus groups to find out what the students 
want,” Mendoza said. “We showed them tentative 
designs of the renovation outcomes and got a lot of 
great feedback.” 

According to the referendum website, 59 percent 
of students stated that they were likely to support a 
renovation or expansion of the USU. 

“The referendum proposes to accommodate to 
current student needs,” Mendoza said. “The most 
common need is space.” 

In many occasions, events held at the Beach Au- 


ditorium have had to turn away students due to lack 
of space, which has a capacity of 250 people, Men- 
doza said. 

Mendoza said the campus population has grown 
substantially since its opening, and the USU has be- 
come more than just a place to eat. 

“T hang out here every day I have class,” Abra- 
ham Juarez, a sophomore nutrition major, said. “It 
has a nice environment, but there’s always too many 
people crowding in the tables. Space is super limit- 
ed to the students who all seem to congregate here.” 

Voting for the USU Referendum fee increase will 
take place online February 25 and 26. If passed, the 
construction would begin in summer 2015, accord- 
ing to the referendum website.

ver 200 gam- 
ers competed 
in “The Grid,” 
a video game 
competition 
that spawned

event called Beachcon, at The Pointe 
in Walter Pyramid Friday night. 

The main event of the evening 
was the Super Smash Bros. Brawl 
tournament. 

“We found out that [Super Smash 
Bros. Brawl] would be one of the 
most popular games we’ve ever host- 
ed as a tournament,” Au said. “So 
they decided to make a full fledged 
event out of it.” 

Thirty-two players competed in 
the tournament through double-elim- 
ination matches.

Sesame, a free app created by Dr. 
Mehrdad Aliasgari’s Security Lab in 
the computer engineering and science 
department, was due to come out in 
November and has yet to be released. 

Aliasgari said the app, intended for 
the android and IOS counterparts, is 
like a digital vault for passwords; he 
said that what makes Sesame special 
is its biometric speaker recognition 
system, which turns a user’s voice into 
a command. 

“Everyone is connected,” Aliasgari 
said. “Technology has become so 
mainstream that everybody relies on 
technology heavily, and it has inte- 
grated in every aspect of your life.” 

Speaker recognition, in theory, 
should make Sesame nearly impossible 
to hack, since every voice is unique, 
much like a fingerprint, Aliasgari said. 

“There is more than 7 billion people 
living out there, and I’m sure there’s 
a good population of people who just 
want to go after victims,” Aliasgari, 

a professor of cryptography and com- 
puter security at Cal State University 


Long Beach, said. 

Sesame is a password manager app, 
which not only stores passwords, but 
creates long complex passwords that 
can be used for various web services 
such as, Facebook, Twitter, email and 
company accounts. 

“We call it Sesame because we all 
grew up with this story of Ali Baba. 
Except [our Sesame] only opens to 
you,” states Dr. Aliasgari, “The thing 
with open sesame and Ali Baba was 
that it was only speech recognition, 
right? Anybody who said, ‘Open 
sesame,’ the cave would open, and 
that’s how Ali Baba got in.” 

Dr. Aliasgari created Security Lab 
in order to focus on computer security 
research. 

“IT came [to CSULB] with the inten 
tion to educate students about the best 
practices of security and what they’re 
supposed to do, especially computer 
scientists and programmers who de- 
sign systems like that,” Aliasgari said. 

“We are trying to break things, 
we’re trying to build things,” Aliasgari 
said. “Now we have really cool proj- 
ects happening, one of those projects 
that got the attention was this whole 
Sesame app.”

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Iran’s horriffic record on human rights 


he world is rightly concerned 

about the prospect of a nuclear 

armed Iran, which threatens to 

further destabilize the region, 

trigger an arms race with 
Saudi Arabia and allow for the exportation 
of nuclear technology and potentially 
dangerous human expertise to other states 
around the world. With all of the focus 
surrounding the current high-stakes 
negotiations between Iran and the U.S., it 
would be easy to ignore the tragic state of 
human rights in the Islamic Republic of 
Iran. 

However, sweeping the regime’s injustices 
under the rug would constitute an egregious 
crime against the Iranian people. 

On Oct. 25, the Iranian Supreme Leader 
Ali Khamenei rejected desperate pleas 
from the United Nations and human rights 
groups to grant clemency to Reyhani 
Jabari, a 26-year-old woman convicted of 
stabbing to death a man who was trying 
to rape her. According to the Daily Beast, 
the court blatantly ignored evidence that 
authorities tortured her in order to obtain 
the confession. 

“Tragically, this case if far from 
uncommon,” Amnesty International’s 
Hassiba Hadj Sahraoui said on Oct. 25. This 
case is only the tip of the iceberg: a damning 
new report by Ahmed Shaheen, the Special 
Rapporteur Special Rapporteur on the 
situation of human rights in the Islamic 
Republic of Iran, highlights the nation’s 
tragic lack of civil liberties and political 
freedoms. 

For example, the amount of executions 
within the past few years has absolutely 
skyrocketed. 

While 687 individuals were executed in 
2013, authorities condemned 411 individuals 
to capital punishment within the first six 
months of this year alone. Although the U.S. 
does not deserve a free pass on the death 
penalty front either, we are certainly not

Iran. The U.S. executed only 39 individuals 
in 2013 (17 times less than Iran during the 
same year), according to the Death Penalty 
Information Center. 

Most importantly, the Shaheed report 
on Iran blasts the types of crimes that 
are eligible for capital punishment under 
Iranian law. These include a litany of 
non-violent and victimless crimes, such 
as “adultery, recidivist alcohol use, drug 
possession and trafficking and some crimes 
resulting in convictions for moharebeh 
(commonly translated as ‘enmity against 
God’).” 

Furthermore, the report details that the 
revolutionary regime disproportionately 
executes many members of ethnic and 
religious minority groups merely for 
“exercising their protected rights, including 
freedom of expression and association.” 

In 2014 alone, Iran has executed eight 
teenagers under the age of 18, according toa 
July report by Amnesty International. 

The Shaheed report detailed that the 
use of psychological and physical torture 
in order to elicit confessions has become 
“systematic and widespread.” Simply put, 
the methods used to force confessions from 
people shock the conscience: police have 
used “prolonged solitary confinement, mock 


executions and the threat of rape, along with 
physical abuse, including severe beatings, 
use of suspension and pressure positions, 
electroshock and burnings.” 

In addition to these insidious torture 
methods, the regime continues to use 
flogging and amputations against civilians. 

Iran entirely fails to ensure the safety 
and prosperity of women; for example, 
Payvand Iran News reported in August of 
2009 that 66 percent of Iranian women have 
personally experienced domestic violence. 
According to Shaheed’s report, women 
seeking a divorce have the burden of proving 
that the abuse was intolerable; and, in order 
to leave an abusive relationship, women 
must first prove that there is a significant 
risk of bodily harm or a threat to their life 
and safety in order to reside apart from their 
husbands. 

Even more troubling is the legal 
architecture’s glaring lack of protection and 
safeguards for young girls. The minimum 
age for marriage stands at 13; yet, girls 
as young as nine can be married off with 
permission by a court. 

Iran’s record on freedom of expression 
is equally as deplorable: the regime 
continues to harass, interrogate and conduct 
surveillance on journalists; indeed, 35 


journalists continue to suffer in prison. 

The UN special rapporteur concluded 
that, “the human rights situation in the 
Islamic Republic of Iran continues to 
warrant serious concern, with no sign of 
improvement.” 

As the United States and the rest of the 
world continue to focus on curtailing Iran’s 
nuclear ambitions, the global powers seem 
to have adopted the motto that, “there are 
bigger fish to fry,” and have conveniently 
forgotten about Iran’s widespread and 
systematic deprivation of human rights. 
While the recent election of President 
Hassan Rouhani offers a sense of hope, he 
still needs to take serious steps towards 
safeguarding and advancing the dignity of 
all Iranians, regardless of religion, ethnicity 
or gender. 

During the diplomatic flurry of activity 
in our previously troubled but currently 
warming bilateral relationship with Iran, 
U.S. negotiators should make serious efforts 
to convey the extent to which we detest the 
regime’s egregious treatment of its citizens. 

However, one thing is for certain: just as 
the Iranian citizenry demanded for a more 
participatory political system in 2009 during 
the Green Movement, when protestors took 
to the streets of Tehran to protest then 
President Mahmoud Ahmedinejad’s sham 
of an election, Iran’s citizens will continue 
to fight for a more inclusive and tolerant 
government in the future. Iran’s current 
regime will not get away with its horrific 
suppression of fundamental rights. 

Fortunately, the current president appears 
to be pursuing a radically different approach 
from his predecessor; during Rouhani’s 
campaign, he pledged to ease repression, 
curtail restrictions on the media and allow 
fora more.robust marketplace of ideas. 

Let’s just hope that President Rouhani and 
Obama’s administration can help to make 
the aspirations of the Iranian citizenry a 
reality. 


EXECUTIONS IN THE ISLAMIC REPUBLIC OF IRAN FOR THE PAST DECADE 
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rittany Maynard, a brave 
29-year-old who has 
recently become the new 
face of the right-to-die 

/ movement, passed away 
this Saturday, leaving 


-»obehind a heartfelt message for all.of her 


friends and family on Facebook. 

“Goodbye to all my dear friends 
and family that I love,” she wrote last 
weekend. “Today is the day I have 
chosen to pass away with dignity in the 
face of my terminal illness, this terrible 
brain cancer that has taken so much 
from me ... but would have taken so 
much more.” 

After diagnosing Maynard with 
terminal brain cancer, doctors gave 
her only six months to live. Instead 
of simply accepting her fate and 
continuing to suffer in hospice care 
while her friends and family watched 
her deteriorate, she chose instead to go 
out on her own terms. 

So, Maynard moved to Oregon in 
order to take advantage of the Death 
with Dignity Act, a law that allows for 
physician-assisted suicide. Under the 
law, terminally ill patients (those who 
have less than six months to live) can 
voluntarily end their lives by consuming 
lethal medications, provided that 
they submit multiple requests to their 
physician, are mentally competent and 
are over the age of 18. 

If the physician approves the request, 
then the individual can ingest a fatal 
dose of pills, thus controlling the time 
and manner of his or her death. 

The debate surrounding this law 
has ignited once again with Maynard’s 
tragic passing, prompting a firestorm of 
debate regarding the issue of physician- 
assisted suicide. 

However, the issue with the Oregon 
Death with Dignity Act isn’t suicide; 
it is whether we, as a society, should 
allow individuals to exercise autonomy 
over their lives and end their own 
suffering. The people who choose 
to exercise their rights under the law 
are terminally ill; this is prerequisite 
number one of the Act. As such, 
equating this statute to suicide leaves 
out the concept of dignity, along with 
the right of individuals to be treated 
ethically and humanely by health care 
professionals. 

“For people to argue against this 
choice for sick people really seems evil 
to me,” she told People magazine last 
month. “They try to mix it up with 
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Those who wish to exercise their rights under the 
law should not be forced to suffer unbearable pain. 


suicide, and that’s really unfair, because 
there’s not a single part of me that wants 
to die. But I am dying.” 

Most importantly, this law allows 
patients to escape the crippling pain of 
their terminal disease. 

“I’ve discussed with many. experts 
how I would die from [my brain tumor], 
and it’s a terrible, terrible way to die. So 
being able to choose to go with dignity 
is less terrifying,’ Brittany Maynard 
stated to People magazine last month. 

There is a point when a patient’s pain 
and suffering becomes so unbearable 
that they are no longer living, they are 
just suffering. It is not humane or moral 
to force an individual to suffer for a 
great deal of time and force them to live 
through their pain if there are painless 
options available. 

Not allowing individuals to have legal 
access to these types of medications 
only allows for underground practices 
to begin, and these often lack the 
necessary safeguards such as mandatory 
reporting and thorough examinations 
of the individual’s mental competency. 
Having a legal method of obtaining 
these types of prescriptions prevents 
mentally unbalanced individuals with 
terminal illnesses from taking their 
own lives. 

This law does not replace end-of- 
life care. Patients still have the choice 
of dying in the comforts of their own 
homes or seeking hospice care in their 
terminal stage. This law just provides 
another method for someone who finds 
themselves at the end of their lives. 

It is not morally acceptable to allow 
someone to suffer even more because we 
feel as though we have a right to dictate 
how an individual must live out his or 
her final days. 

More states need to adopt the legal 
framework held in Oregon, Vermont 
and Washington, which allows 
individuals to control their own fate. 

Those who wish to exercise their 
rights under the law should not be 
forced to suffer unbearable pain. The 
people affected by this law do not 
necessarily want to die, but a sad fact 
remains: they are dying. It is no longer 
a matter of life or death—but whether 
to suffer. Those with terminal illnesses 
should be allowed to choose whether to 
pass away with dignity.

Throughout, the most obvious influence 
is a new genre dubbed seapunk, which is 
a combination of ‘90s-esque music like:

Along with debut single “212,” previ- 
ously released tracks “BBD” and “Luxury” 
were also included on the album, which 
features 13 new tracks. 

Old tracks flow well with the new ones. 
This combo shows listeners what they al- 
ways wanted from Banks, but never knew 
they wanted it. Even though it might be 
tiresome for some people’s ears to include 
songs that are years old, the tracks are just 
as catchy now as when they were first re- 
leased. 

Most songs combine her silky vocals 
with rough and tough rap flair. 

“Idle Delilah” starts off the album slow- 
ly. It’s almost impossible to know exactly 
what she is saying sometimes, but like all 
songs on the album, her rebellious attitude 
is what stands out most. 

The second track, “Gimme a Chance,” is 
a perfect thesis statement for the rest of the 
album. 

The middle of the song breaks into a sal- 
sa tune, and the lyrics are sung completely 
in Spanish; fittingly by giving providing 
this jarring change in genres on the track, 
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listeners will want to give the rest of the al- 
bum a chance. 

The track also features blazing horns 
that introduce the salsa, and at times it 
even resembles the danceable genre of reg- 
gaeton. 

Overall, it’s not necessarily what you 
would expect from Banks, but then again, 
it’s hard to know what to expect from 
Banks. 

One of the tracks, “Desperado,” goes 
deep into the ‘90s by sampling a familiar 
sound anyone who ever had dial-up Inter- 
net connection would remember.

ground. Enter the Go Pro. 

“Sometimes, I was able to record myself going 

on a roller-coaster, but the footage was horrible,” 
sophomore history major Aiden Carson said. 
“Other times, | wanted to record myself skating 
off ramps and doing tricks so | would literally 
duct tape my old camera to my [skateboard], but 
for the most part my idea failed.” 

Nick Woodman; the Go Pro’s creator, felt the 
same way as Carson when he invented the trendy 
camera, according to Forbs in 2013: Woodman 
always wanted to show his friends what it was 
like to go on his surfing and rock climbing excur- 4 
sions. However, he felt there was not a camera 
that gave others a sense of the adventure. 

Just like Carson, Woodman would strap his 
camera to his wrist to show his friends what surf- 
ing was like. 

“Before | had my Go Pro [camera], | would 
always think to myself, ‘I wish I could record 
this,’” Carson said. 

Woodman’s Go Pro camera is designed to at- 
tach to helmets, bike’s handlebars and even music 
instruments. 

Since the release of the first Go Pro in 2004, 
sales have doubled every year, according to 
Forbes. Woodman also told Forbes that in 2012, 
2.3 million cameras were sold leading the com- 
pany to make $521 million. 

In 2012, the Go Pro made up 21.5 percent of 
cameras sold shipped nationwide, according to 
the International Data Corporation. 

The Go Pro has also made sale history by 
knocking out Sony in 2013 as the highest gross- 
ing digital image brand sold at Best Buy, accord- 
ing to Forbes. 

Junior art major Justin Goodman enjoys the 
fact that, unlike other cameras, the Go Pro is wa- 
terproof and features a panoramic point of view.

figures that he makes. 

“When I first came to America, | 
felt kind of displaced...on campus | 
was the only Asian student,” Taka- 
mori said. “And I started to kind of 
look into my own identity... so that 
was my first step at bringing the idea 
into my artwork.” 

His work consists of carefully 
crafted ceramic sculptures, which 
have been modeled based on the 
memories he carries from his child- 
hood in Japan and his times adapting 
to western culture. 

The subjects he creates include shop- 
keepers, school children, villagers and 
infants. Each clay sculpture is eventu- 
ally placed together to form a commu- 
nity and create a scene frozen in time. 

During his lecture in the Univer- 
sity Theater, he presented many ex- 
amples of his work via slideshow. 
The theme of many of these was a 
comparison between western and 
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Seattle based artist Akoi Takamori speaks about art and its correlation to culture on Wednesday in the University Theater. 


eastern cultures; the comparison 
was executed by standing traditional 
Japanese painted statues and Ameri- 
can painted statues side by side or 
huddled together around a focal point 
within the scene. 

After the presentation, students had 
an opportunity to ask questions; one 
student wondered if Takamori had ever 
thought about going back to Japan. 

“I’m thinking now that I should;

“I’ve 
also given some thought to how my 
art might be perceived differently... 
and how the content might change [if 
I went back].” 

Students reflected on his art after 
the presentation, which spoke vol- 
umes to attendees who have been in 
similar situations.

The Long Beach State men’s water polo team 
suffered a 13-7 loss at home against Southern Cali- 
fornia on Saturday at the Ken Lindgren Aquatics 
Center. 

“We just didn’t execute,” senior attacker Milos 
Vrzic said. “We had our chances. [USC] executed, 
and they deserved this one.” 

Vrzic said that the amount of pressures that the 
team felt contributed to the 49ers’ falling to the 
Trojans. 

“We expected to play better; however, we didn’t 
handle the pressure very well,” Vrzic said. “There’s 
no excuse because there is going to be a lot of pres- 
sure on us in our next [home] game too.” 

Senior center Ricardo Guimaraes said he and 
his team foresaw the type of the game USC would 
bring, but he wants to look past the upsetting loss. 

“We knew this would be a hard game, and we 
knew it was important for the MPSF standings,” 
Guimaraes said. “We need to shake it off because 
I think our mindset for this game wasn’t what it 
was supposed to be. We came in a little bit ner- 
vous and should be relaxed because we have a 
good team.” 

Before LBSU returned home to face No. 3 USC 
(19-4, 4-2 Mountain Pacific Sports Federation), the 
fourth-ranked 49ers (17-5, 6-2 MPSF) defeated, UC 
San Diego on the road 8-4 last Thursday. 

Prior to the Trojans’ first and only showdown 
against the ‘Niners this season, USC head coach 
Jovan Vavic said he expected a very physical game. 

“I just hope the officials will control [the game 
against LBSU],” Vavic said. “It’s very important 
how the officials allow the physical play to be played 
out. Our expectations are to improve from our last 


game against UCLA and play with a little more in- 
telligence.” 

First quarter ended with the Trojans leading the 
49ers 4-2. Led by senior driver Rex Butler’s game- 
high five goals, USC catapulted to an 8-3 lead by 
halftime. 

LBSU started out strong in the second half, cut- 
ting the deficit to as low as three goals. 

Vrzic delivered a clutch skip-shot goal at the be- 
ginning of the third quarter. 

Trojans’ Mihajlo Milicevic answered back for his 
team after he scored a goal at 9-4, 

LBSU’s senior Dan Matulis drew a penalty shot 
after getting fouled hard in the middle by defend- 
ers, which allowed senior attacker Nolan McCon- 
nell to rifle his second goal of the game. 

LBSU senior Nick Rascon scored his second goal 
of the game on a counter-attack play in the third 
quarter to keep his team in the game. The one-on- 
one goal cut the deficit back to three at 9-6, but that 
was the closest LBSU came to USC for the remain- 
der of the game. 

Rascon fired in three of LBSU’s seven goals. His 
third goal came in the fourth quarter, and that 
turned out to be the last score for LBSU. 

USC goalkeeper Baron McQuin had 13 saves; 
LBSU’s Pavo Ljepopio saved 12 shots. 

“We played three really bad quarters and finally 
decided after the third quarter to play good,” Vrzic 
said. “That cannot happen against a team a like 
USC, because they punish you for every single mis- 
take.” 

With two regular season games left, LBSU will 
host LMU on Thursday at 7 p.m. at the Ken Lind- 
gren Aquatics Center. 


Seven weeks of wins capped with series sweep of Hawai’1 


No. 23 LBSU 
defeated the 
Rainbow Wahine on 
the road for the first 
time since 1993.

The Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team extended its win streak 
to ten with a five-set win off back-to- 
back Big West Conference champion 
Hawai'i on Friday at the Stan Sheriff 
Center. ; 

The Beach (20-4, 10-0 Big West 
Conference) won the match 27-25, 25- 
22, 18-25, 17-25 and 15-10 in its second 


five-set thriller against Hawai'i this 
season. This was the first time LBSU 
defeated Hawai'i at the Stan Sheriff 
Center since 1993, giving the Rainbow 
Wahine (16-6, 8-3 Big West) their first 
home loss in the conference this sea- 
son. 

“[Friday] was a great match,” head 
coach Brian Gimmillaro said. “Both 
teams played exceptionally well. It 
was fast and aggressive. It was really a 
tight, hard-fought match to win - the 
hardest of the year.” 

' The 49ers got off to a 4-0 run to start 
in the fifth set with the help of outside 
hitter Sophie Bukovec, who had two 
kills and a solo block. 

UH came back to tie the set 4-4, but 
The Beach secured a lead with another 
4-0 run ignited 

by two big Beach blocks. The “Bows 
came within one point, but opposite 
hitter Anete Brinke had a kill and a 


service ace to extend the lead to three. 

“That fifth game is a roll of a dice, 
but we got off to a poor start, ” Hawai’i 
head coach Dave Shoji said in an inter- 
view with OC Sports after the game. 
“It’s encouraging in some ways, but it’s 
really disappointing we couldn’t come 
away with a win tonight.” 

The 49ers picked up a three-game 
lead ahead of the conference’s second 
place team, putting them in first place 
with only six matches left in confer- 
ence. 

Outside hitter Alex Reid led both 
teams with 13 kills, while the “Bows’ 
Kalei Adolpho led with six blocks. 

“Coulda, woulda, shoulda,” Shoji 
said in the interview with OC Sports. 
“We just made too many errors. We 
hit out at crucial points of game one 
and game five. You just can’t win 
when you make mistakes at the end of 
games.” 


LBSU won the first meeting against 
the Rainbow Wahine in five sets on 
Oct. 11, which was the first time the 
49ers had beaten the ‘Bows since 2001. 

The defensive battle between both 
teams continued from their first meet- 
ing as the 49ers had 82 digs in the 
match compared to the Rainbow Wa- 
hine’s 70, but UH finished with 16.5 
blocks to LBSU’s 10. 

LBSU’s setter Jenelle Hudson had 
a match-high 53 assists, and libero 
Tyler Jackson led both teams with 19 
digs. She was one of nine players in the 
match with double-digit digs. 

After the intermission, the Rain- 
bow Wahine held LBSU to .056 hitting 
in the third set. In the fourth set, The 
Beach hit .242, but the Bows surpassed 
the 49ers and hit .452. 

“We passed better, took care of the 
ball [and] our blocking assignments 
were better,” Shoji said. “We put them 


in a little bit of trouble.” 

Gimmillaro said his team became 
impatient in both sets that they let slip 
and lost focus. 

“We wanted the win more than we 
wanted to play,” he said. “With that, 
you get distracted and start to try to 
win in one play, in one rally.” 

LBSU held Hawaii to -.188 hitting 
in the fifth set while the 49ers hit .368. 

Reid led the night with 16 kills and 
added 14 digs, Bre Mackie had 15 kills 
and Chisom Okpala had 14 kills. Mid- 
dle blocker Ashley Murray added nine 
kills and a team-high five blocks. 

Nikki Taylor led the Rainbow Wa- 
hine with 17 kills and had 8 blocks, 
and Adolpho had a match-high nine 
blocks with nine kills. 

The 49ers will host Cal Poly and UC 
Santa Barbara in back-to-back games 
in the Walter Pyramid this Friday and 
Saturday.

The Long Beach State women’s soccer team fell 
just short in its pursuit of another Big West Con- 
ference tournament championship after losing 2-1 
to Cal State Fullerton in San Luis Obispo on Sun- 
day.

Mauricio Ingrassia. But Ingrassia said the team’s 
rating percentage index “is not in the range for an 
at-large berth this year.” 

RPI is a quantity used to rank teams based on a 
team’s wins and losses and strength of schedule. It 
is one of the systems by which NCAA basketball, 
baseball, softball and soccer teams are ranked.

road added another goal in the 10th minute. 

LBSU responded later in the half when fresh- 
man forward Ashley Gonzales scored her ninth 
goal of the season and cut the deficit in half. But 
the 49ers didn’t score any more goals, and eventu- 
ally lost 2-1. 

The 49ers defeated Cal Poly Thursday night with 
penalty kicks after finishing in a 0-0 draw in dou- 
ble overtime. Junior forward Vania Robles scored 
the game-clinching penalty after sophomore goal- 
keeper Ashton McKeown saved a penalty. 

The game was a rematch from early October, 
when Cal Poly defeated the 49ers 3-0 in front of the 
LBSU crowd. Ingrassia said the victory was a high- 
light, one the team will remember for a long time. 

“T felt the game had ebbs and flows, and we did 
a great job of staying in it and turning the tide our 
way,” Ingrassia told LBSU athletics. 


“The penalty kicks are something we practiced 
and we executed tonight,” Ingrassia said. “Ashton 
is a great shot stopper, so we knew she was going 
to get one for us, and there’s nobody that deserves 
this more, to get that last PK, than Vania. 

Ingrassia said he’s very proud of his team; he 
said his players represented the program in great 
light. 

“They're champions who simply lost a game,” 
Ingrassia said. 

He said one of the biggest takeaways from the 
season will be how the players responded to differ- 
ent challenges they faced throughout the season. 

“IT think there was tremendous growth 
throughout the season,” Ingrassia said. “And this 
will help us moving forward. We had to overcome 
adversity, like today having. to play without both 
of our starting outside backs. The team dealt with 
it great.”
